Bought Few’ Bonds 

“Did the Canadian Northern rail- 
Way take any of these bonds?” asked 
Mr. Tilley. 

“A few.” replied Mr, Lash. 

Mr. Tilley read a portion of the Ca- 
nadian coal and ore dock prospectus 
bond issue to show that by reason of 
the Canadian Northern railway hav- 
ing leased the property for twenty-five 
years, it was not getting the best of 
the deal, but that the owners of the 
stock of thig company were pretty 
well off. 

Referring to the Canadian Northern 
Prairie Lands company, ‘with $63,830 
worth of stocks and bonds, the wit- 
ness said he did not really know any- 
thing about this company. 

Mr. Lash did not give any specific 
instance but said he did not know of 
any casa where property was sold 
at a profit. In connection with the 
model city sub-divison at Montreal, 
Mr. Ia@sh declared the land was not 
owned by the Canadian Northern rail- 
way, but by a separate company. He 
pointed out that the railway law would 
not permit the railway company to 
speculate in lands. 

The Pioncer Profits 

Profitable pioneering in Canadian 
railway construction was told of by 
Sir Donald Mann, vice-president of 
the Canadian Northern railway, 
the proceedings this afternoon. 
testimony for the first hour was pure- 
ly historical. ‘the story was told of 
40,000 farmers who had homesteaded 
more tgan 120 miles from the railway 
and, aihough it took seven days to 
take a load of grain to market, It 
seemed that no railway would 
made for them. Sir Donald declared 
that he started railway construction 
and contracting for the C.P.R. in 
1879, when the West had a popula- 
tion of about 168,000. 

In 1886, he contracted for 53 miles 
in Maine, but made no large profit. 
Then an anticipated profit of $100,- 
000 in four months bridging the Co- 
lumbla river in Brit’sh Columbia, did 
not materialize, the job taking four 
years, but a contract for 252 miles 
from Regina to Saskatoon, and an- 
other from Calgary to Edmonton of 
800 miues, brought good returns, He 
received 76,000 acres of townsite lands 
in Calgary and Edmonton as part pay- 
ment, 

In 1892 he secured an option on 
the Lake Manitoba Kailway aud Canal 
company. He found that the three 
companies had claims on the same 
land owing to the overlapping of 
grants, and he sent to Paris to secure 
William Thompson about this and ob- 
tained judgment against the company. 
When the settlers had establighed 
themselves miles from the line and 
markets were far off and haulage 
slow and difficult, the government 
guaranteed $80,000 a mile, and when 
Sir Donald Mann went to Montreal to

District Ohaplain, Major Hogbin, 
Delivers Thoughtful Address 
at University Service 


Major the Rev. G .H. Hogbin, dis- 
trict chaplain M.D. 13, speaking at 
the University service in convocation 
hall on Sunday morning, delivered an 
earnest and thoughtful address hav- 
ing special reference to the problems 
with which he comes into daily con- 
tact In hie work, Referring briefly 
to the chief atm of a University in 
moulding the thought and purposes 
of its students In relation to the ideal 
and praotica] issues of life, fortifying 
character and making for efficlency, 
he passed to a consideration of two 
chlef points which he presented with 
considerable emphaais. 

Presented Attractively, 
| . The first of these had to do with 
| the presentation of Christian religion 
\in a way that would attratt the men 
who would in time return from the 
war to take up again their lives in 


jour midst, It was not to be expected 
that men who had abandoned the 
common persuits of civilized life 


where life and property were looked 
upon as things sacred in themselves 
and had devoted years to intensive 
training to kill and destrow and who 
had lived daily in the presence of the 
most terrible realities of life and 
death for svnger or shorter periods of 
time could return to the quiet accept- 
ance of a@ life burdened with many 
trivilalities of thought and conduci., 
While he believed as firmly as ever 
in the fundamental doctrines of the 
Christian faith it was not with the 
doctrinal side of religion that such 
men would beiinterested but with the 
practical aide, They must be shown 
the effectiveness of tho religion of 
Jesus Christ as a working formula of 
life, otherwise they would be repelled 
and not attracted, 

Major Hogbin said that though the 
problem of economic assimilation was 
@ serlovs one and deserving of the 
utmost consideration, to his mind it 
was simple !n comparison with that 
of adjusting our own mental and 
spiritual attitude towards life in such 
a way that the whole community— 
both those who have served at the 
front and those who have remained 
at home may bo merged into a homo- 
geneous community spirit directed to 
the upbullding of a vigorous national 


life, 
Simple Things Important. 

On the second point the major stated 
that notwithstanding the tremendous 
things which were being done in the 
world, when the forces of mind and 
matter were being organized and di- 
rected to achlevementa so gigantic as 
only to have been conceived in the 
hour of dire necessity, still the sim- 
ple things of life are ag important as 
ever they were. God still ruled His 


world. His purposes are unchanged 
and unaffected by our cataclysmic 
events, Purity of heart and single- 


ness of punpose in the fittle things of 
life as well as in the greater things 
were required as of old. Justices and 
meroey, sympathy and good will would 
ever constitute the solvent of the most 
perplexing human affairs.

The fire, which occurred about 2.30 
p.m., Was caused by one of the youn- 
ger children attempting to start a fire 
in the stove, in some way setting the 
house in a blaze. Neighbors managed 
to get a few articles of furniture, in- 
cluding a plano, out of the building, 
but substantially everything else was 
destroyed. The flre depdrtment  re- 
sponded to the call and managed to 
keep the shack from being entirely 
burned flat, but the remnant was of 
little value, 


The children were taken to their

City Income Tax. e 

The Winnipeg city council last 
year appointed a commission of ex- 
perts to study the question of city 
taxation and to recommend a tax 
system suitable for adoption there. 
The conditions in Winnipeg being 
more or less common to Western 
cities, the findings of the commis- 
sion may be of interest and use to 
Edmonton for this reason, as well 
as because the report was prepar- 
ed by men who are unusually well 
qualified and who devoted time 
and effort to the consideration of 
the problem. The commissioners 
recommended that a tax -be-.im- 
posed upon all persons over 
twenty-one years of age resident in 
the city, based upon income, de- 
| duetions to be made, in estimating 
|income, of, 

(a) All wages and salaries paid 
to the necessary employees in the 
production of the income. 

(b) All ordinary and necessary 
expenses actually paid within the 
year in connection with the pro- 
|fession, business or occupation 
from which the income is derived. 

(c) All losses during the year 
|for which compensation has not 
been received from insurance or 
otherwise. 

(d) All dividends or interest re- 
ceived from sources which are tax- 
able under this law and the income 
tax on which has already been 
paid, 

(e) All interest paid within the 
year on any existing indebtedness, 

(f) All realty taxes, except local 
improvement taxes, paid to the 
city upon the property in which is 
situated the business from which 
the income is derived.

THE NEW SASKATCHEWAN 


COURTS 
From Saskatoon Star. 
“What is the Court of King's 
Bench?" is a question a good many 


Saskatchewan people are asking. 
The reason for theappointment of 
additional judges in Saskatchewan is 
that the present Supreme Court is be- 
ing abolished and its functions divided 
between two courts. One will be the 
Court of King’s Bench, the other the 
Court of Appeals. The Court of King's 


Bench will hear al! cases which are 
now brought before the Supreme 
Court. The Court of Appeals will 


hear apneals taken from the decision 
of the Court of King’s Bench or the 
District Courts. It will have the 
functions which the present Supreme 
Court exercises as a court en banc; 
that is, the Supreme Court sitting as|

The Acts establishing these courts 
were passed several years ago by the 
Saskatchewan Legisalture, and were 
left to be brought into effect by proc- 
lamation.

ELOQUENT PLEA 
CLOSER BOND 


Distinguished Congregation Hears 
9 pr. Lang in 8t. John’s Ca- 
thedral, New York 


New York, Mar. 4.—The Most Rev. 
Cosmo Gordon Lang. D.D., P.C., Arch- 
bishop of York, the first of the 89 
archbishops of York to cross the seas 
to America, delivered an eloquent plea 
for a close partnership between the 
United States and Great Britain dur- 
irg and after the war at the Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine here yesterday. 
A distinguished congregation, includ- 
ing prominent men and women in the 
service of the United States and 
Great Britain on Jand and sea, listened 
tc the sermon. 

The archbishop’s text was “and they 
beckoned unto their partners, which 
were in the other ship, that they 
should come and help them. And they 
came.” 

America and Britain, he said, were 
partnérs in the spirit of their laws 
and their institutions, They were both 
dedicated to the principles of liberty, 
order and democracy. 

“Tho issue before this generation,” 
the archbishop continued, “is whether 
nations are to keep their freedom and 
Itve in fellowship with one another or 
be monaced by the restless self-asser- 
tion of a power which claims a world 
domination and acknowledges no law 
but that of its own armed force. 
There can be no peace until this issue 
is settled.” 

“It is a task well worth the fellow- 
ship of two great nations,” he con- 
cluded, “ont only to make the world 
safe for democracy, but to make de- 
mocracy safe for the world.”
